Proper pruning and transplant- 
ing produces many plants that are heavier and nicer 
than standard grades. Prices for these will be in 
proportion to their value. 

Selected plants tagged in the nursery will be 
charged for according to value regardless of the 
prices listed herein. 

Guarantee—We guarantee all of our stock to be 
true to name and to be clean, healthy, transplanted 
stock. Our stock has been certified by State em- 
ployed inspectors to be “apparently free of injurious 
insects and diseases.” 


All stock (except Bulbs, Roses and Perenniai 
flowers), if planted by us and paid for promptly, is 
guaranteed to start to grow during the growing 
season immediately following the planting thereof. 
Stock which dies during the first growing season 
will be replaced for one-half of the original price 
plus planting cost if there is no evidence of neglect, 
and provided the variety is available. If variety is 
not available, credit will be given on other plants of 
the purchaser’s selection.
